In answer, I in- 
formed the Local that such a member 
had unquestionably the right to enter 
the jurisdiction of any Local in which 
he held membership regardless of the 
fact that he resided in another juris- 
diction and could play with the mem- 





bers of such Local for the local price

During the week sixty-eight num- 
bered resolutions were reported by 
the committee, besides measures 
recommended in the annual reports of 
the Secretary and President. Local 
No. 310 will be interested to learn 
that the traveling price for moving 
picture shows was raised from forty 
to forty-nine dollars if fourteen per- 
This was an 
action on a recommendation of the 
National President, in connection 
with a resolution offered by Delegate 
Hackert to make the price fifty dol- 
lars and one offered by Delegate Reid 
of Toronto submitting a price of six- 
ty'two dollars. The law adopted fixes 
the price at forty-five dollars for 
twelve performances per week, with 








an additional price of two dollars for 
each extra performance. 

The following additional legislation 
was enacted, and is also of especial 
interest to our members: 

Grand Opera guarantee at highest 
price Of admission raised from five 
performances for $40 to six perform- 
ances for $48, and all opera contracts 
not subject to notice, same as sym- 
phony engagements. 

Leaders contracting for State Fairs 
must be governed by the local price 
if same is higher than Traveling Band 
price. 

On summer resort engagements 
taken under the National Laws $10 
extra must be charged when board 
and lodging is not furnished. 

For musicians traveling with road 
companies, where a definite number of 
weeks is mentioned at the length of 
the season, such cannot be canceled 
by either party until the specified 
time has expired, unless the show 
closes. 

Musicians traveling wtih bands or 
orchestras and entering another juris- 
diction for more than one week but 
less than four weeks, must submit 
their cards for inspection within the 
first two days; if engagement is for 
four weeks or longer, they must de- 
posit transfer cards within the first 
two days of the engagement. 

Musicians traveling with vaudeville 
acts must receive not less than $35 a 
week; leaders $45. 

For services at performances begin- 
ning at or after 11 p. m. and exceed- 
ing two hours, and for all such over- 
time at rehearsals which falls after 12 
o’clock, midnight, as well as for re 
hearsals which begin at 12 o'clock, 
midnight, double the price provided 
for by the laws of the Federation for 
the same services were they to be ren- 
dered at any other time, must be 
charged by members. 

Leaders with vaudeville acts in pit 
must either have Federation card or 
permission under seal of the Federa- 
tion for members to perform with 
them. 

All of the foregoing becomes effec- 
tive August 1, 1916,

SYNOPSIS OF SECRETARY’S RE- 
PORT. 





For the first time in ten years the 
Secretary’s report showed the num- 
ber of Locals chartered exactly offset 
by the number of Locals lapsed and 
resigned. There were 23 Locals 
chartered, and the same number 
lapsed and resigned. Seventy-eight 
conditional membership cards were 
issued during the term. The cost of 
organizing was $83.20. 

The report showed that there are 
122 cities in the U. S. and Canada of 
10,000 and over inhabitants not blessed 
with a charter of the A. F. of M. 

The property of the Federation in 
the custody of the Secretary and 
Treasurer, as represented in the print- 
ing plant and office is valued at $8,- 
302.20. The report showed 685 Locals 
in good standing. 

A total of 339 cases were submitted 
to the Executive Board during the 
term. Twenty-three of these held 
over from the last term. Forty-one

OUR RELATIONS WITH AFFIL- 
IATED BODIES. 





I am much pleased to be able to re- 
port that our relations with our affil- 
iated bodies, more especially the 
American Federation of Labor, have 
very much improved during the past 
year. Gradually, these people are be- 
ginning to understand us, or it may 
be, perhaps, that we are beginning to 
understand them. In many communi- 
ties, where the attitude of the Central 
Body was actually antagonistic, I am 
glad to be able to report that a better 
feeling, in most instances, has been 
established, with constant improve- 
ment in these various communities. 
This is especially true of St. Louis. 

The older delegates may remem- 
ber my report in the last two or three 
conventions where the Central Body 
of St. Louis assumed such an attitude 
of antagonism, because the musicians 
refused to do their bidding in the mat- 
ter of sympathetic strikes, that it al- 
most demoralized the future progress 
of the organization in that jurisdic- 
tion. The non-union musician was 
encouraged to remain outside, and, in 
many cases, received the support of 
members affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor. The unfair em- 
ployer was very much strengthened 
in his antagonism by the attitude of 
this Central Body. However, this has 
all changed, and the active assistance 





are still pending. 
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‘and Labor Union given Local No. 2 
the past year, has enabled it to make 
great strides in the matter of organ- 
izing the unorganized musicians, and 
compelling the employers of musicians 
to recognize the American Federation 
of Musicians. There is not, in St. 
Louis, today, a single place of amuse- 
ment of any consequence but has an 
agreement with Local No. 2, in which 
they agree to employ only members 
of the A. F. of M. for all their func- 
tions. 

These misunderstandings 
were often caused by men who were 
than 
envy; who regard the success of mu-

sicians with a jealous eye, and, being 
absolutely irresponsible, did not hesi- 
tate to give vent to any expression 
that came to their minds, whether 
true or not, if they thought, by ex- 
pressing such views they could injure 
the musicians. This class of men is 
being gradually eliminated, and their 
influence destroyed, both in this coun- 
try and.Canada. This influence is not 
altogether eliminated, but conditions 
are getting better day by day. 

The American Federation of Labor 
has passed a law, insisting on the af- 
filiation of national and international 
organizations, to urge the locals con- 
stituting their organization to affiliate 
with local Central Bodies and State 
Federations chartered by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

The Minneapolis Convention of the 
A. F. of M. of 1909, passed a standing 
resolution, No. 22, through which alli 
Locals are urged to become so affili- 
ated, but there are still a large num- 


ber of Locals that have failed to con- 
summate such afhliations. ‘Lhis, m my 


opinion, is a mistake. 

A great evolution is going on in the 
amusement field through picture 
shows which have invaded every city, 
town and hamlet on this continent. 
The promoters of these enterprises 
resort to every means, fair and foul, 
to secure the cheapest possible labor. 
Therefore, there are frequent conten- 
tions with our people. These places 
are kept up, almost exclusively, by the 
wage-earning class. Therefore, as a 
matter of selfish interest, it is better 
policy for our musicians to affiliate 
with the Central Bodies, which can 
be of so much assistance to them in 
the employment of union musicians. 
Where the musicians so affiliated find 
themselves in a controversy with their 
employer, they could expect the hearty 
support of the organized labor move- 
ment in that jurisdiction. It is not 
sufficient merely to affiliate and pay 
dues. The Local should elect dele- 
gates who will be present at the meet- 
ings, take part in the proceedings, and 
show an interest in the labor move- 
ment. Wherever our people are hon- 
est and earnest in such affiliations, 
they have the hearty support of the 
organized labor movement in that vi- 
cinity. I have many communications 
on file from Central Bodies, complain- 
ing of the lack of interest taken by 
the musicians of the community. Very 
often, I am told, that the only time 
delegates of musicians show them- 
selves, is when there is a job in sight, 
or when there is some trouble that 
needs the help of organized labor. 
We should make it impossible for 
Central Bodies to truly be enabled to 
make such statements on a foundation 
of fact. Where these Central Bodies 
show animosity, as many of them do, 
very often, the musicians get miffed, 
and withdraw their deleates. This is 
simply cutting off their nose to spite 
their face. 

The proper method of procedure in 
such cases, in my opinion, is to stay 
right with them, and defend your or- 
ganization against unjust attacks. 
| The right is bound to prevail, al- 
though it may take a little while for 
it to get there. Even the bitterest foe 
respects a brave enemy. 





LODGE BANDS AND ORCHEsS-.' 
TRAS. 





The American Federation of Musi- 
cians is chartered by the American 
Federation of Labor, and under the 
Constitution of that great organiza- 
tion the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians is granted exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over all the instrumental per- 
formers in the jurisdiction of the 
American Federation of Labor. In 
spite of this well-known fact, there 
are a number of fraternal organiza- 
tions that insist that they have the 
right to interfere within that jurisdic- 
tion. Lodge bands and orchestras are 
formed all over the United States and 
Canada, by various fraternal organi- 
zations, and are covered with the 
shield of the Order they belong to, 
known by their name, and are, in 
many instances, placed in unfair com- 
petition against members of the 
American Federation of Musicians. I 
hold that none of these fraternal 
lodges was formed for any other than 
the commendable and noble purpose 
of caring for the sick, burying the 
dead and providing for the unfortu- 
nate ones left behind. There is not 
a fraternal organization in America 
that. has anything in its ritual that 
can be construed to mean that their 
charter rights give them the privilege 
of interfering with anybody’s busi- 
ness. They do not form groups ot 
carpenters, bricklayers, cigarmakers, 
or any other artisans, covering them 
with the shield of the Order, and giv- 
ing them the title; nor do any of them 
enter into any field of business that 
would cause competition with men 
whe do not belong to the lodge, but 
are in the same busines; therefore, I 


cannot see any reason why these 
Ina chawld mnarcict that. thew bay 


the right to enter into the hel of 
musical competition with men who 
make it their business. What these 
lodges do in the way of using musi- 
cians in their sanctuary is none of 
our concern, but when they come out 
in the public, and require the use of 
musicians, they ought to employ and 
pay them just the same as they pay 
men working in any other occupa- 
tion, as they have need of their serv- 
ices. There are thousands of mem- 
bers of the American Federation of 
Musicians who are also members of 
these various lodges. I believe I am 
safe in saying that the majority of 
our members belong to one or an- 
other of these fraternal organizations, 
and, as they earn their money to pay 
their initiation fees and dues in these 
various fraternal organizations, as mu- 
sicians, I think their first duty lies with 
the organization through which they 
are enabled to do this. Therefore, we 
ought to vigorously protest against 
any of these lodges interfering with 
our business. A band or an orchestra 
that is labeled with the title of the 
lodge has an unfair advantage in com- 
peting for business in that locality. 
Every member of such fraternity, at 
once, becomes a booster for that band 
or orchestra to the detriment of any 
other that does not belong to such 
fraternal organization. 

It is the custom for nearly all of 
these fraternal organizations to hold 
yearly meetings in the states where 
a sufficient number of lodges are char- 
tered to justify it. Invariably, at such 
yearly meetings, this question comes 
up, and the fraternal organizations 
will invariably insist that we must 
break our obligations, suspend our 
laws, and render service with these 
unfair aggregations. The same may 
be said when they hold yearly national 
meetings, conclaves, or conventions. 
These people do not seem to realize 
that when a member of the American 
Federation of Musicians takes the ob- 
ligation to support the Constitution 
and By-Laws of that organization, on 
his honor, as a man, that that obliga- 
tion is just as solemn, just as bind- 
ing, and just as much entitled to con- 
sideration and respect as in any lodge 


- 





ask any of these people to violate their 
obligation to their order, they would 
get insulted, and rightly so, but they 
do not hesitate to brazenly insist that 
it is perfectly proper for a musician 
to break his obligation to his organi- 
zation, and when he refuses to do it, * 
he is ridiculed and abused as though 
he were a criminal. Very often, the 
result of these contentions is felt for 
many years to come. There are, to- 
day, many places in the United States 
of America, where these fraternal or- 
ganizations refuse to employ mem- 
bers of the American Federation of 
Musicians, because of some such ex- 
perience. These people would not 
dream of making such demands upon 
artisans employed in putting up or 
repairing their buildings, and, if they 
would, they would have a fight on 
hand that they would remember for 
all time. 


I believe that we ought to insist 
upon our rights as granted under the 
charter of the American Federation 
of Labor; namely, that we have sole 
control over all instrumental perform- 
ances within the jurisdiction of the 
American Federation of Labor; and 
shall consider it an unfriendly act, 
and resent it, when bands or orches- 
tras, organized under the patronage 
of any lodge, interfere with our busi- 
ness. 


In conjunction with this subject, an- 
other situation has developed not af- 
fecting fraternal organizations, but 
what are known, in some of the East- 
ern States as Voluntary Fire Depart- 
ments. In all the large cities and in- 
corporated towns, as a rule, there is 
established what is known as a paid 
fire department; but, in many smaller 
communities, places incorporated as 
second, third, and fourth class cities, 
Fire Departments. The men consti- 
tuting these voluntary fire depart- 
ments receive no pay for their serv- 
ice, and are undeniably a great safe- 
guard in the communities in which 
they are established for the preven- 
tion of the destruction of property by 
fire. As a rule, nearly: everybody in 
the community of adult age belongs 
to these companies, either as an ac- 
tive, or an associate member. The 
engine and hose houses of these vol- 
untary companies are places of com- 
mon concourse. 


Many of these companies, in their 
endeavor to make their engine house 
a place of social concourse, have 
formed bands and orchestras, regard- 
less of any previous or present affili- 
ation with the American Federation 
of Musicians. When they hold their 
annual tournaments in their various 
districts, they have occasion to use 
musicians, and, invariably insist upon 
the right to bring with them bands 
that have been organized through 
these fire companies, regardless of 
their affiliation. Very often it hap- 
pens that these bands or orchestras 
do not confine their activities entirely 


to the engine and hose companies, 
but accept engagements in competi- 
tion with musicians not affiliated with 


fire and hose companies, which often 
results in such bands and orchestras 
being placed on the unfair list of the 
American Federation of Musicians. 
The fire and companies are re- 
sponsible for such unfair situation, and 
yet insist upon their participating in 
these yearly functions, and, as it hap- 
pens, some other fire and hose com- 
pany in the same district employs a 
band composed of members of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
and that band, as members of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
insists upon the recognition of the 
laws of the Federation which prohibits 
them from rendering service with 
bands unfair to the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, but then fire 
companies usually insist that, regard- 
less of the laws and regulations of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
these unfair aggregations, represen®

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men have already iaid down their lives while many others 
have been permanently disabled and removed from the 
active ranks of industrialism. Apart from the loss of 
sinew, muscle and brain which the country is suffering, 
we must calculate the irretrievable sacrifice of human life. 
Organized labor has always recognized the lives of her 
children as sacred. Your great organization, to which 
I am proud to be a delegate, has always stood firmly for 
the protection of the vast army of workers throughout 
the Republic and has enshrined in its resolutions and pro- 
nouncements its belief in human liberty and immunity 
from bloodshed. 

It is not my intention to even hint who is primarily 
responsible for the wholesale slaughter which has and is 
taking place. The sorrow which has overtaken homes 
almost innumerable cannot be estimated. The vast army 
of sorrowing and bereaved ones: presents a spectacle 
which at once touches the heart and appals the imagina- 
tion. What a path of devastation and suffering is that of 
ruthless and pitiless war your great General Sherman de- 
scribed in a word, but even hell itself cannot rival the 
misery and anguish suffered by helpless non-combatants, 
not to speak of the men whose duty it is to fight and die 
for their country. I have seen them go to the front, I 
have seen some of them come home, broken, maimed and 
unfit for industrial life. You may thank God that this 
fearful toll which the nations of Europe are paying is not 
being exacted from the United States. 

The great question for us now is what effect the war 
is having on the industrial and trade union movement in 
Canada, and what must be done in the near future to con- 
serve and heip it. The musicians of Canada, like other 
members of the trade union movement, have contributed 
their quota to the oversea forces. At the present time it 
is impossible to obtain bandsmen for many of the regi- 
ments recruited to their full strength. Our membership 
has contributed about 65 per cent, and yet the Locals are 
doing their best to keep their organizations intact until 
their members return. 

It is to this point I wish to call your attention par- 
ticularly. When these men return they will be accom- 
panied by hundreds of non-union musicians, who, pre- 
vious to the war, had set aside their instruments, never 
expecting to use them again. These men, however, 
joined the oversea forces as bandsmen, and with constant 
and compulsory practice have become efficient musicians. 
They can, with some success, enter the competitive field 
in the musical business. What is to be done with them 
is the great question. This problem must be faced, and 
esnecially in Canada. It will mean the building up of a 
new organization. This can only be done by untiring 
efforts on the part of those who may be given charge of 
the work in the Dominion, backed up by the membership 
in the United States. In speaking frankly I only do so 
that everv one may rightly understand the situation. 

The Musicians’ Union is not alone in these difficulties, 
because there is scarcely one which is not feeling the 
effects of the struggle. In some instances they have had 
to close un their books until peace arrives. During the 
year I have been called unon to adjust disnutes between 
our membership in the Dominion, and I am pleased to 
say that everything has gone harmoniously and to the 
satisfaction of those concerned. 

Harmony continues between the members of all 
branches of the labor movement in the Dominion, and 
the membership as in the past. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my Sincere grati- 
tude for the many favors you have conferred upon me at 
the many conventicns of your distinguished body; that 
this convention, like those of the past, may be one of 





greatest pleasure to each and every delegate present, and 
the work accomplished by the convention will be of the 
most beneficial character in directing the future welfare 
of the American Federation of Musicians.

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AT LAST! 


For thirty years the civilian musicians of the United 
States have endeavored to get a law on the statutes of 
the United States that would confine the enlisted musi- 
cians to the duties he enlisted for. The best they got so 


far was the Act of May 11th, 1908, which reads as fol- 
lows: 


Act of Congress Approved May 11th, 1908. 
Provided, That army bands or members thereof, shall not 
receive remuneration for furnishing music outside of the limits 
of military posts when the furnishing of such music places them 
in competition with local civilian musicians. 


The word “remuneration” in this Act was taken full 





advantage of, and enlisted bands continued to render 
service without “remuneration.” Donating to the mess, 
or band fund, or slipping the leader a “buck” or two, was | 
not considered remuneration. 

This agitation first took shape when Sunset Cox rep- | 
resented a Tammany district in Congress, thirty odd 
years ago. He formerly represented an Ohio district, 
but moved to New York, and was at once taken up by 
Tammany. Cox was both eloquent and witty. 

Every fort in the vicinity of New York had its band. 


fered with the business of New York musicians. The. 
Musicians’ Mutuai Benefit Association of New York got 
Cox interested in the matter, and he introduced a bill to 
stop this unfair competition. He got it out of the com- 
mittee onto the floor of the House, and by the power of 
his eloquent persuasiveness had it passed by the House. 
The Senate was then composed of nearly all big political 
bosses, big corporation attorneys and millionaires. The 
welfare of the musicians of New York did not interest 
them, besides they did not like Sunset Cox any too well, 
as he often made them the butt of his keen wit. The bill 
died in the Senate 


In 1888, Congressman John J. O’Neil, of the 11th Mis- 
souri District, introduced a bill of that character in the 
House. The bill was referred to the Labor Committee, 
of which O’Neil was chairman. The National League of 
Musicians appointed President C. M. Currier, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, and Owen Miller, of St. Louis, Mo., as a 
committee to appear before the Labor Committee. They 
appeared and made their arguments. The committee re- 
ported the bill favorably. That is as far as it ever got. 

In 1893, Congressman Richard Barthold, of the 10th 
Missouri District, introduced the bill, and reintroduced it 
at every session of Congress thereafter, as long as he was 
a member, which was 22 years, and never got the bill on 
the calendar. In these years many committees appeared 
before the various House Committees on Labor. But 
something always happened to block the passage of the 
bill. In 1912, both Congressmen C. C. Anderson, a mem- 
ber of Local No. 121, of Fostoria, Ohio, and Barthold in- 
troduced the bill. It was referred to the Labor Com-

of the Miners’ Union, and now Secretary of Labor in the 
Wilson administration, was chiarman. President Weber, 
and Secretary Miller, of the A. F. of M., President Gom- 
pers of the A. F. of L., President Hayden and Secretary 
Eustis, of Local No. 161, A. F. of M., all appeared be- 
fore the committee. The committee renorted the bill 
favorably. It went on the House calendar. In the mean- 
time Congressman Anderson was killed in an automobile 
accident, which was a calamity in every sense. When 
the bill was called, Chairman Wm. B. Wilson failed to 
call for the bill as he should have done, although present 
and in his seat, consequently the bill dropped to the bot- 
tom of the calendar, and was as effectually beaten, as if 
it had been rejected by a vote of the House. Mr. Wilson 
has never explained why he did this. 

In January, 1916, Secretary Miller was in Washing- 
ton as a delegate to the Security League Congress. He 
visited Senator Stone, of Missouri, and brought up the 
introduction of this celebrated bill. It was agreed that 
the bill would be introduced by Senator Jas. A. Reed, of | 
Missouri. Congressman Wm. J. Igoe, of the 11th Mis- 
souri District, was also seen and agreed to introduce the 
bill in the House. He introduced the bill all right, but 
killed it at once by placing on the bill “Introduced By 
Request.” There are 1,000 musicians in St. Louis that 
will not be apt to forget this token of non-interest in. 
their welfare, and as the bill prohibits enlisted men from | 
interfering in the customary employment of all civilians 
in “their respective arts, trades or professions,” there are 





others beside musicians interested. Senator Reed | 
promptly introduced the bill in the Senate, omitting | 
the “request” caption. He realized the difficulties} 


in the way of passing this bill through the usual 
channels, and determined to watch his  oppor- 
tunity. It came up when the great military bill, propos- 
ing to increase the regular army to 250,000 men, was 
placed before the Senate. He offered the bill as an 
amendment and backed it up in an earnest, logical ad- 
dress that convinced the Senate of the absolute, not only 
justice, but necessity, for such a bill, as the proposed in- 
crease would result in a corresponding increase in mili- 


tary bands. Senator Stone also spoke for the amendment. 
Here it is: 


That hereafter no enlisted man in the service of the United 
States, tie Army, Navy or Marine Corps, respectively, whether 
a non-commissioned officer, musician or private, shall be de- 
tailed, ordered or permitted to leave his post to engage in any 
pursuit, business or performance in civil life, for emolument, 
hire or -therwise, when the same shall interfere with the cus- 
toma,y employment and regular engagement of local civilians | 
in their 1espective arts, trades, or professions. 


The bill, with this amendment, was sent to the House. 
This resulted in a disagreement and a conference. The 
conference finally agreed on a smaller number for the 
regular army. Our amendment remained in the bfll and, 
was agreed to by both houses, and is now before the | 
President. There is no doubt as to his signing it. 

Senators Reed and Stone have succeeded in three 
months in doing what a whole lot of other Congressmen | 
and Senators could not accomplish in thirty years. Why? 
Because they were honest, sincere, and in earnest.

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WORK OF A CONVENTION. 








tion often results.in failure to send delegates. There 
is nothing more remote from the real facts than such an 
idea. The Local in whose jurisdiction a convention is 
held is always instructed to so arrange its social conven- 
tion affairs so as not to interfere with the business of the 
convention. In Cincinnati but two social functions were 
held. One on Wednesday evening, commencing at 10:30. 
This did not interfere with the work of the convention. 
The other was given Friday afternoon, and was in the 
nature of a steamboat excursion. On Friday morning the 
convention remained in session until 1:15 p.m. The loss 
of this afternoon resulted in the convention being com- 
pelled to hold an evening session on Saturday, May 13, 
which remained in session until the business of the con- 
vention was finished. It was 2:45 a. m. Sunday, May 14, 
when the convention finished its business and adjourned 
sine die. 

There were ten regular and three special committees 
created by the convention. This required 159 delegates 
for committee work. There were credentials presented 
for 225 delegates, but twenty of these failed to attend; 
that left delegates actually present, 205. One hundred 
and fifty-nine of these were assigned to committee work, 
leaving 46 delegates not assigned. The delegates serving 
on committees were busy up to the time their final re- 
ports were submitted to the convention. The 46 un- 
assigned delegates did all a delegate should be expected 
to do in attending the sessions of the convention from 
9:00 a. m. to 5:30 p. m., with an intermission for lunch. 

That the officers and Executive Committee do not 
drop on account of excessive fatigue is because they have 
become inured and toughened by long practice. The 
members of the A. F. of M. can rest assured that attend- 
ing a convention of the A. F. of M. is not a picnic, or one 
continuous round of pleasure, but real hard work. There 
are no shirkers, because a strict record is kept of the at- 
tendance of the delegates to their duties. 


To give our readers some concrete idea as to the work 
of the convention, a table is submitted of the disposition 
of the 69 resolutions introduced. It must also be borne 
in mind that the President suggested 24 changes in the 
law, and the Secretary also submitted quite a number.

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WHY ST. LOUIS DON’T GROW. 





Many St. Louisans, and a few outsiders, often ask 
“What is the matter with St. Louis? Why so many for 
rent signs?” Of course, the principal reason is the 
strangle hold the land owners have on the land in the 
city, but there are some other reasons. St. Louis has a 
splendid Symphony Orchestra. It is only through a few 
enthusiastic music lovers and public-spirited citizens that 
the orchestra has been maintained. The very rich men 
of the city have no time or thought for anything but the 
accumulation of dollars. If Symphony Orchestras were 
quoted in the stock reports, you might get them inter- 
ested. Like a bum politician, when approached for a sub- 
scription, they want to know right away, “What is there 
in it for me?” Nearly all the Symphony Orchestras in the 
country have been richly endowed but St. Louis. St. 
Louis has never received the slightest recognition on 
those lines. Another sample. A short time ago the 
Business Men's League of St. Louis started on a tour 
through the Southwest to boost St. Louis. To help them 
in the boosting they took a band of ten pieces—two 
drums and eight mouth pieces. At many of the little 
enterprising Southwestern cities, they were met at the 
depot by the Chamber of Commerce or Board of Trade, 
always with a band of from 30 to 40. Comparisons in 
such cases are surely odious.

THE MUSIC MACHINE. 


The growth of the picture show 
business has proven a very favorable 
opening for the introduction and use 
of the music machine. This evolution 
came on so swiftly that the American 
Federation of Musicians was taken by 
surprise; but, as soon as the matter 
was understood, the Federation went 
on record to the effect that it had no 
objection to the use of the machine, 
providing it was operated by a mem- 
ber of the American Federation of 
Musicians. This is set forth in Sec- 
tion 19, Article IX, page 35, Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of the American 
Federation of Musicians. It is my 
opinion that it does not go nearly far 
enough. The decision of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians should 
be not only that the operator should 
be a member of the American Feder- 
ation of Musicians, but that the ma- 
chine should not be permitted to in- 
terfere with the minimum number es- 
tablished in any jurisdiction where 
this machine is placed. The failure 
of such a positive attitude on our part 
has enabled the promoters of these 
machines to place them ail over our 
jurisdiction almost without opposition. 
In a great many jurisdictions these 
machines are exclusively used with 
any kind of an operator; very rarely, 
indeed, are any of them members of 
the Ameri¢an Federation of Musi- 
cians. As an example, L.was in Mun- 
cie, Ind., last August, #6 see Mr. Gay- 
nor, President of the Letter Carriers’ 
Association, in reference to the Letter 
Carriers’ Band of Omaha, Neb. After 
transacting my business with Mr. 


and that was a high school boy of 
fourteen. In most of the jurisdictions 
of the Federation, no objection is 
raised at all to the introduction of 
these machines, with or without the 
union operator. From what I can 
gather, I believe that Local No. 2, of 
St. Louis, Mo., is the only Local of 
the Federation that took a decided 
stand upon this question from the 
very beginning. No objection is 
raised to the use of the machine, but 
the Local insists that the operator 
must be a member of the Association, 
and the minimum would not be inter- 
ferred with. Local No. 2 has suc- 
ceeded marvelously well in enforcing 
this rule. 

If the Federation expects to resist 
the encroachment of the music ma- 
chine, this convention ought to take 
a decided stand as to the policy to be 
pursued in dealing with it. There 
must be a unit of action and of un- 
derstanding. It means a great deal 
to the membership of the Federation, 
because, by permitting the machine to 
be established without being molested, 
will finally put the promoters in con- 
trol of the entire business. If all Lo- 
cals of the Federation would handle 
this question in the same manner it 
has been handled by Local No. 2, but 
little harm can be done. We ought to 
take the same stand that the printers 
took when the Mergenthaler was in- 
troduced: namely, to control it. We 
may as well recognize that the picture 
show has come to stay, and meet the 
problem fair and square, and deter- 
mine that it shall not work to the in- 
jury of the American Federation of 
Musicians. 

One important matter in connection 
with this subject which should not 
be lost sight of, and that is that we 
have the support of the American Fed- 
ration of Labor throughout its juris- 
diction in enforcing our regulations 
wherever this machine is used, as per 
Resolution No. 3, introduced by the 
delegates of the American Federation 
»f Musicians in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor Convention at San Fran- 
cisco, and adopted unanimously by 
that body. This gives us the very 
favorable endorsement of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, the greatest 
1epresentative body of organized labor 
on this continent. 





CONCLUSION. 


Although not making progress as 
rapidly as in former years, it must be 
borne in mind that the opportunity 
for growth is considerable less than 
then. Although there are still 123 
jurisdictions of 10,000 inhabitants and 
»ver not organized. All the cities in 
the United States and Canada of 25,- 
000 inhabitants or over, but 131 hold 
~harters from the A. F. of M. 

To the officers and members of the 
Local organizations I have had occa- 
sion to correspond with or meet per- 
sonally, I take this method of express- 
ing my appreciation for uniform cour- 
tesy extended. The relations between 
this office and the officers of the Fed- 
‘ration have been most cordial. 

The vast amount of work accom- 
plished is largely due to the cordial 
ind efficient co-operation of the 
President and members of the Execu- 
tive Board. 

Let me express the wish that this 
may be the best-attended convention 
in our history, and the results of its 
work be beneficial to our profession 
throughout our jurisdiction.

It demonstrates 
more than any other American composition 
just how much melody can be obtained in rag 
time. The band had to play it twice. 

Mr. Clarke’s cornet solo, written by himself, 
“Neptune’s Court,” displayed the artistry of 
the musician, and convinced the audience that 
his title of the world’s premier cornetist is one 
he richly deserves. Later, during the playing 
of “The Stars and Stripes Forever,’”’ he dem- 
onstrated even more forcibly his mastery of 
this instrument, when he joined the band in 
the closing measures.

Leitsinger, Dodge and Bagley, “Hark, the 
Trumpet Calleth,”” Buck It was finely exe- 
cuted, and won the players an encore. 

Perhaps the crowning achievement of the 
hand came in Sousa’s descriptive suite, “The 
Dwellers of the Western World.” The suite 


began with “The Red Man,” a weird melody, 
conjuring up pictures of the Indian in his war 
paint dancing aout the campfire to the beat 
of the tomtom and rather mournful chanting 
of his tribesmen. 

Then the number gave way to “The White 
Man,” the story of his battle with the seas and 
the coming of the dawn after a dark, dark 
night. From the first plaintive strains which 
described the vessel sailing on its way, came 
the thunder of descending storms, the shriek 
of the gale through the rigging, the wild roar 
of the waves and the terrible battle of- the 
elements. And slowly the storm died away, 
and one could see the horizon in the east 
blushing with the first touch of dawn. After- 
ward came the triumphant music of the soul, 
marching on and on and on. 

The last part of the suite was “The Black 
Man,” a fast and happy melody, in which one 
could hear the strum of banjos and the har- 
mony of voices in plantation airs and imagine 
the shuffling of countless feet inspired by the 


character of the musi¢. It was a splendid 
number, splendidly executed from beginning 
to end. 


Madame Sundelius sang again, this time five 
“The Minstrel Boy,” old Irish; “Oh 
old Scotch; “Love at 14, 17, and 
Now,” old Swedish; “Zuni Indian Lovers 
Wooing.”

The following resolution was intro- 
duced by Secretary Miller, and on 
motion unanimously adopted: 


Resolution Regulating Hours and 
Wages by Law. 

The American Federation of Musi- 
cians, comprising an important factor 
in the American Labor movement, and 
deeply concerned in the progress and 
welfare of the American Federation 
of Labor, desires to earnestly impress 
upon the membership of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians the dan- 
gers which lurk in the proposals of 
those who assume that economic in- 
justice can be entirely eradicated by 
statutory law. 

The splendid achievements of 
the trade unions of our country are 
clearly reflected in the success which 
has attended the efforts of the musi- 
cians represented by the American 
Federation of Musicians. The policy 
of our organization has been executed 
with the distinct purpose of deter- 
mining every issue by the trade-union 
method. We have refused to delegate 
to outside agencies the right to de- 
termine our schedules of prices, hours 
of labor or conditions under which 
we work. 

There is an apparent concerted ef- 
fort at present to delude all wage- 
earners into a fanciful program which 
proposes that all the rights and in- 
terests of the organized wage-earners 
be entrusted to the legislative assem- 
blies of the state and nation, and thus 
completely overturn the trade-union 
idea of the wage-earners at all times 
maintaining control over their con- 
tractural relations, the real _ safe- 
guard of their industrial liberty. 
History indelibly records that wher- 
ever attempts have been successfully 
made to regulate by law the hours 








and wages for the wage-earners gen- 
erally the results have universally 
been the shackling of the workers 
with burdens that have had to be 
broken before further progress could 
be made. 

There is cumulative argument 
against the delegation of our rights 
and interests to outside agencies; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the Twenty- 
first Annual Convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians, declare 
our Opposition to any plan or policy 
which has for its purpose the denial 
of the rights of the unions of labor 
to determine exclusively wages, hours 
and conditions of labor, except in so 
far as such regulations affect or gov- 
ern health and morals, and employ- 
ment by federal, state, or municipal 
government. 


Mr. Howard Whitney Swope was 
introduced and extended a cordial in- 
vitation to visit and inspect the Union 
Central Life Insurance Company 
Building at 9 a. m. Thursday. 


The Executive Committee submit- 
ted its report of meeting May 9th. 


Guisseppi Girignamo was reinstat- 
ed. 


Decision of President Weber in de- 
ciding that member Noller of No. 13, 
Troy, N. Y., could be discharged on 
two weeks’ notice was sustained. 


A question is asked: Can a mem- 
ber return to the jurisdiction of a 
Local to which he belonged to play 
an engagement without charging his 
transportation expenses in addition to 
the price of the engagement? De- 
cision was that he can. 


Charges of Local No. 77, Philadel- 
phia, against the New Liberty Band 
of Morristown, Pa., were dismissed. 


Delegate Hummel brought up the 
matter of having played in the Labor 
Parade in Philadelphia on the occa- 
sion of the Convention of the A. F. 
of L. held in Philadelphia in Novem- 
ber, 1914. He had a band of 300 to 
lead the parade. He has never re- 
ceived a cent to this day. Every ef- 
fort has been made to collect the 
money through the efforts of the offi- 
cials of the A. F. of L. and the offi- 
cers of the A. F. of M. 


The band was contracted for on 
the part of a committee of the Central 
Labor Union of Philadelphia. 

Carbon said $25,000 was appropri- 
ated by the city of Philadelphia to 
pay these expenses. This amount was 
exhausted before the musicians were 
reached. 

The deficit was allowed by the 
municipal government, but the mayor 
refused to sign the bill appropriating 
this amount by the city of Philadel- 
phia. 

Delegate Hummel claimed the A. F. 
of L. should be held responsible for 
the amount due him, and that the 
matter should be brought up on the 
floor of the convention of the A. F. 








November, 1916. 

Delegate Hirschberg took the same 
view of the case. 

Moved and seconded that the re- 
quest be complied with. Carried. 


The matter of jurisdiction over Sar- 
candagua Park, N. Y., was held in 
abeyance. 


The jurisdiction controversy be- 
tween Locals No. 88 of Mt. Olive and 
No. 219, Staunton, Ill., was referred 
to the Secretary with full power to 
act. 


Delegate Kerngood appeared in 
reference to an ex-official of the Fed- 
eration having acted in bad faith with 
him on a financial transaction. He 
asked if he could not secure redress 
on account of this man being at the 
time a prominent official of the Fed- 
eration. 

The Executive Board decided that 
this being a personal transaction, offi- 
cial action could not be taken. 


Committee on Law Continued Its 
Report. 


The committee reported a number 
of resolutions, all but two unfavora- 
bly. 

Substitute for Resolution No. 7, of- 
fered by Foster of No. 8, Milwaukee. 
was adopted. 


Substitute for No. 7. 
Amend Sec. 13 of Art. IX, so as to 
hereafter read as follows: 


Each Local shall enact a law desig- 
nating a time limit when payment 
must be made by contractors to mem- 
bers for services rendered. If, how- 
ever, contractors are unable to collect 
for same they shall notify the Local 
of such inability to collect. And un- 
less this notification is given within 
two months from the time services 
were rendered, contractors will be 
held responsible for all such claims. 


This law shall not be so construed 
as to interfere with local laws that 
provide for a less time than two 
months. Neither shall this law be so 
construed as to prohibit a Local from 
maintaining a law that holds a con- 
tractor entirely responsible for money 
due members for services rendered on 
all engagements.

Whereas, There is a movement 
started among some Southern Sena- 
tors to delay action on this bill so 
that it will not come up at this ses- 
sion of Congress; therefore, be it fur- 
ther 

Resolved, That the Secretary of 
this Convention be requested to wire 
Hon. Francis G. Newlands, Chairman 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, asking that early action be 
taken by the Senate on the Keating- 
Owen Bill; be it further 

Resolved, That the A. F. of M. in 
convention assembled, ask and re- 
quest each delegate to this convention 
to write the Senator from his District, 
asking the support of this bill; be it 

Resolved, That copies of this reso- 
lution be furnished the daily press.
